The new Tragedy of Owen, Prince of Powys, or, Welsh Feuds, 
of which we yesterday gave the plot, was repeated last night. This 
drama will not, we think, long hold possession of the stage. The story 
presents nothing but the common incidents of a state of civil broil, 
and ef the hacknied themes of love, heroism, generosity, and malignity. 
It is, moreover, nof well conducted, being tooabrupt and melo-dramuatic ; 
which latter term may be explained—rapidity of action for the sake 
of scenic effecet—an attempt that makes the development of charucter 
depend on situation, rather than on sentiment elicited by the combined 
circumstauees of the piece. Inaccuracies of this kind often occur. The 
i@aguage in general is good—some speeches merited and received loud 
applause. We imagine the author is a young man; and, if so, there 
is from this specimen of his talents, reason to ex)%ct something supe- 
rior from his pen. Mr. K#an confers on Owen the impression of his 
talents, which viv +s cur: ency to what would hardly be eudured in other 
hands. Mr. Covris acted Vadoe tolerably well.
